F Great-Britain by Monſieur de Palm the Im- 
perial Reſident upon the Speech which His Bri- 
tannick Majeſly made to the two Houſes of His 
Parliament on the 16 of January, 1726-7. | 


Moſt Serene and Potent King,

| Parliament of Great-Britain now aſſembled, came to the 
Knowledge of His Imperial and Catholick Majeſty, my 
15 moſt Gracious Maſter, He was firuck with the utmoſt 
aſtoniſhment that Your Majeſty could ſuffer your ſelf to be pre- 
vailed upon to declare from the Royal Throne to that moſt re- 
nowned A in a manner hitherto unheard of as certain and 
undoubted Facts, feveral things, ſonig of which are ſtrained: in that 
Speech to a wrong Senſe, ſome are intirely diſtant from the Inten- 
tions of His Imperial and Catholick Majeſty, and laſtly, (which 
affect much more ſenfibly than all the reſſ) ſome Things abſo- 
lutely void of all Foundation, 12 5 
For as to what regards the Peace concluded at Vienna with the 
moſt Serene King of Spain, who can forbear being aſtoniſned, 
that this very Peace which is built on the Quadruple Alliance fign'd - 
at London, and other Treaties contracted with Your Majeſty 'as 
its ſolid and ſole Foundation, and for the obtaining of which 
Peace Your Majeſty, together with Your Allies, waged ſo bloody, 
ſo long and ſo glorious a War, and took Your Self ſo much Pains 
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to precure, ſhould now be alledged by Your Majeſty as a juſt 
ground of Complaint, and ſhould be made uſe of as a Pretence- 
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\ S ſoon as the Speech made by Your Majeſty to be 
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for theſe Things, which hitherto Your Miniſters bave been doing 

in all Parts, to the great detriment of the Emperor and the Em- 

Pire, and the Publick Tranquility, and ſhould be repreſented by 

Your Majeſty to the Britiſh Nation, with ſo much animoſity againſt 

the Emperor and the King of Spain, as a violation of Treaties. + 

After complaining of che Peace made at Vienna complaint is 
likewiſe. made of the Treaty of Commerce entered into with Spain 
which is calculated to promote the mutual and lawful Advantages 

of the Subjects of both Parties, which is agreeable to the Law of 

Nations and to the Cuſtoms of all People in Amity with each other, 

which can in no Reſpe& be of any Prejudice to the Britiſh Nation, 

whether we regard the Situation of the Countries or the particular 

Nature of the Trade and which is not in the leaſt repugnant to 

the. Treaties made with Great Britain, fo that if this Treaty be con- 

ſider d with a Mind free. from Prejudice and from all Deſign of in- 
flaming the Nation, there will remain no Fretence to ſay, that this 

Treaty can be grievous or hurtful to a Nation for Which His Imperial 

Majeſty has the greateſt Affedion and Eſteem, and whofe Glorious 

—.— — Important Succours no Time will efface out of His

Tbe "mn Head of Complaint which contains ſuch Things as are 
void of all Foundation relates principally to that Imaginary Alli- 
ance which in the Speech is call'd 8 and is there ſuppoſed 

to have been made againſt Your Majeſty between the Emperor and 

King of Spain. But it will Oy . 4 how groundlefs and fri- 

volous this Suppoſition is, from the r lately made by His Impe- 

rial and Catholick Majeſty of entering into a Convention De J. 

mutuo nem Offendendo, but will be entirely refuted by the Conſideration 

of the Tenor of the Treaty of Alliance and * itſelf made with 
the Croun of Spain and communicated in its Whole Extent to Your 

Majeſty hen it was proper j from the Words of which whether tile 

leaſt Shadow or Appearance of an Offenſi ve Alliance can be dtawn 

is ſubmitted to the Judgment of the whole World, oo 

Another part of the (omplaint relates to the Secret Articles made in 
favour of the: Pretender whereof your Majeſty aſſerts that you have rer- 
tain and andhbt ed Informations: by which Articles it ſhou'td have been 
agreed to ſet the Pretender on the Throne of Great Britain, with 
what View, on what Motive and what Purpoſe theſe Informations 
founded on the falſeſt ts were repreſented to the People of 

Great Britain is not only eaſy to be underſtood by His Imperial and 

Catholick Majeſty, but is obvious even to the meaneſt Capacity. 

But ſince the Inviolable Dignity and Honour of ſuch Great Princes 
cannot ſuffer that aſſertions of this nature intirely unſupported by 4 
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Truth ſhould be advanced from the Royal Throne to the whole Na 
tion and to all Mankind; His Sacred Imperial and Catholick Ma- 
jeſty has exprefly commanded me that I Thould declare to your Ma- 
jeſty and to the whole Kingdom of Great Britain how highly He 
thinks Himſelf affronted thereby, ſolemnly affirming upon His Im- 

rial Word, that there exiſts no Secret Article nor Convention what- 
loever, which contains or can tend to prove the leaſt Title of what 
has been alledged. 

But that the ſecret deſigns which lye concealed under a Conduct 
till this time unheard of, may more manifeſtly appear, It muſt be 
obſerved thar the time is purpoſely taken for doing this, when a 
Negotiation is on foot at Pari for compoſing the Differences which 
have ariſen without any fault of His Imperial and Catholik Majeſt 
which Negotiation ſufficiently ſhews how much His Imperial Majeſ- 
ty is at all times inclined to Peace and to the Religious obſervation 
of His Treaties, | 

As to what is ſaid of Gibraltar and concerning the Siege thereof, 
under which in the Speech it is infinuated as if ſome other defi 
was concealed, the Hoſtilit ies notoriouſly committed in the Indies 
and elſewhere againſt the King of Spain in Violation of Treaties 
ſeem to have givena very juſt occafion to the King of Spain for at- 
tempting that Siege. But as to the Intentions and Engagements of 
the Emperor upon that Article it is eaſy to ſee what they are by 
the Treaty above mention'd which has been communicated. 

As to what is ſaid in the laſt place concerning the Oſtend Trade 
which the goodneſs of the Catholick King induced him to favour 
(being bound by no Treaty) after he had been appriſed of the juſt | 
Reaſons for the Eſtabliſhment of it, various Expedients, for a Com- 

ſition have been propoſed not only at the Hague and in other 
Places, but even lately at Paris, leaſt this harmleſs method of pro- 


viding for the Security of the Barrier ſhould prove an Obſtacle to the 


Common Friendſhip of Neighbouring Powers. 

Which things being thus, the Injury offer'd to Truth, the Honour 
and Dignity of His Sacred Imperial and Catholick Majeſty require 
that they ſhould be expoſed to your Majeſty, to the Kingdom of 
Great Britain and to the whole World. And his Sacred Imperial 
Majeſty demands that Reparation which is due to Him by all man- 
ner of Right, for the great Injuries which have been done Him by 


theſe many Imputations.
